National  Assistance  Act  1948 


Section  47  -  Removal  to  Suitable  Premises  of 
Persons  in  Need  of  Care  and  Attention 


Under  this  Section  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.,  having 
obtained  authority  from  the  Council,  can  apply  to  a  Court  of 
Summary  Jurisdiction  for  an  Order  for  the  removal  to  a  suitable 
place  of  a  person  who  is  suffering  from  grave  chronic  disease,  or 
being  aged,  infirm,  or  physically  incapacitated,  is  living  in 
insanitary  conditions  and  is  not  receiving  proper  care  and 
attention. 

It  was  not  necessary  this  year  to  take  formal  action  under 
this  Act.

HOUSING 


During  the  year  162  new  houses  were  completed,  26  of  which 
were  Council  Houses  and  the  remaining  136  were  built  by  private 
enterprise.  During  the  same  period  5  houses  were  closed  and  5 
were  demolished. 

HOUSING  ACTS,  1949  and  1959 


In  the  period  under  review  25  Discretionary  Improvement 
Grants  were  made,  five  to  owner/occupiers  and  twenty  to  owners  of 
rented  property,  and  in  addition  50  Standard  Grants  were  given, 
twenty-eight  to  owner/occupiers  and  twenty-two  to  owners  of  rented 
property. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 
Lutterworth 


The  Council’s  Engineers  have  continued  with  the  preparation 
of  the  scheme  for  the  new  sewage  disposal  works  to  be  provided  for 
the  town  of  Lutterworth  and  the  adjacent  villages  of  Bitteswell, 
Walcote  and  Cotesbach  and  the  scheme  has  been  prepared  to  such  a 
state  that  it  should  shortly  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government. 

Gilmorton,  Kimcote  and  Walton 


The  new  sewage  disposal  works  to  serve  these  three  villages 
was  completed  and  came  into  operation  during  the  year. 

Other  Schemes 


Schemes  are  also  being  prepared  for  the  extension  of  the 
existing  works  at  Broughton  Astley  and  in  addition  a  scheme  of 
sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  for  the  village  of  Swinford. 

Village  Schemes 


A  Sub-Committee  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  visited 
Newmarket  to  inspect  prefabricated  aeration  plants  which  had  been 
installed  to  deal  with  small  populations.  There  was  some  doubt 
in  the  minds  of  the  Committee  as  to  whether  this  type  of  equipment 
was  sufficient  and  the  Council’s  Engineers  were  instructed  to 
report  on  this  type  of  equipment  and  compare  it  with  works  of  a 
traditional  type  both  for  cost  and  efficiency. 
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CONVERSIONS 


Grants  of  £10,  or  half  the  cost,  whichever  is  the  lesser 
figure,  have  been  paid  for  the  conversion  of  pail  closets  to  the 
water  carriage  system  and  during  the  year  25  pail  closets  were 
converted . 

MEAT  INSPECTION 


There  are  7  slaughterhouses  licensed  and  in  regular  use  anc 
these  have  been  well  maintained  by  the  owners.

MILK 


Routine  samples  were  taken  from  the  premises  of  producer/ 
retailers  in  the  district  and  of  the  10  samples  taken  two  showed 
evidence  of  Brucella  Abortus.  As  a  result  of  this  individual 
samples  were  taken  on  three  occasions  from  one  herd  and  it  was 
found  to  be  infected  and  the  owner  voluntarily  gave  up  milk 
production. 

WATER  SAMPLES 


During  the  period  under  review  18  samples  of  water  were 
taken  from  private  supplies  and  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination.  Ten  of  these  proved  to  be  satisfactory  and  eight 
were  unsatisfactory  and  in  these  cases  the  owners  were  given  advice 
as  to  improvements  which  could  be  made  and  in  some  cases  mains 
supplies  were  substituted. 
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PEST  CONTROL 


All  sewers,  sewage  works  and  refuse  tips  throughout  the 
district  have  been  regularly  inspected  and  treated  and  the  records 
show  that  there  was  no  heavy  infestation  in  any  part  of  the  area. 

HOUSE  REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

No  change  has  been  made  in  the  method  of  collection  and 
disposal  of  house  refuse  and  the  refuse  has  continued  to  be  tipped 
on  two  partly  controlled  tips* 

The  Council  approved  a  scheme  for  the  payment  for  the 
collection  of  trade  refuse  and  this  came  into  operation  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year.
